P s y c h o s o m atic Me dicine

PSYCHOSOMATIC 
medicine, 
as we pointed ou t yesterday it a 
field of practice which ha-* lately 
received a great deal of attention ‘

from the leaders of the medical 
profession. The word psychoso­ 
matic is derived from the Greek 
roots—psyche, meaning the spir­ 
itu al parts of a man, the mind and 
the sou l, and soma, meaning the 
physical part?, the body. 
Its fu ndamental concept is that 
it is ju *t as important to know 
what kind of a man the disease 
has as what kind of a disease the 
man has. Ju st as in normal living 
psyche and soma are biologically 
one, there is no division between 
them, so are they in the develop­ 
ment of most chronic disease con­ 
ditions. In treating them we can­ 
not afford to concentrate on the 
physical state alone. 
“In any problem involving a 
sick person,” said a wise old 
physician of former time®, “there 
are two elements. One is the dis­ 
ease itself and the other is what 
the patient thinks of the disease. 
The physician can always to a 
certain extent control the latter, 
even if he can’t make mu ch change 
in the physical condition.” 


W id e A p p l i c at i o n 
To show how* wide are the ap­ 
plications of this branch of medi­ 
cine I review some crf the articles 
in a recent symposiu m. 
I. Circu latory disorders. Remem­ 
bering Franz Alexander’s dictu m 
that psychosomatic symptoms are 
not symbols of emotions, as so 
many neu rotic symptoms are, they 
do not express an emotion, bu t 
are the physiological accompani­ 
ments of an emotion, it is easy to 
u nderstand ou t of anyone’s ex­ 
perience how the heart and blood 
vessels are affected by the psyche. 
Blu shing, pou nding of the heart, 
fast pu lse are all physiological 
accompaniments of psychic states. 
Translate these into hot flashes 
and palpitation and you have the 
fu ncMonal disease equ ivalent of a 
psychosomatic state. 
Blood pressu re is an ideal ex­ 
ample of a condition where there 
are both physical anti spiritu al 
sides to the problem. Calm people 
are not likely to have high blood 
pressu re: I do not believe th.s is 
cau se and effect, bu t that both 
arise from a baMC personality pat­ 
tern. The high blood pressu re peo­ 
ple are those with the driving 
force and energy. To calm them 
down is to improve their state. 


2 . D i g e s t i v e disorders. Ju st as 
in the circu latory field there are 


high pressu re and low pressu re 
grou ps, so in the realm o f diges­ 
tive disorders we find whole blocs 
of slu ggish and other blocs 
o f 
over-responsive persons. They are 
both expression* again of fu nda­ 
mental personality patterns. The 
extreme examples in both grou ps 
are doomed to go throu gh life try­ 
ing either to hitch u p or calm 
down 
their 
alimentary 
canals. 
Gastrologist?, 
gastro - enterolo- 
gists, health resorts, su rgeons and 
pharmacists give them washings, 
pou ndings, cu ttings, pepsin, soda 
and pills each according to his 
light. 
Sluggish Indiv iduals 
The slu ggish ones are not mu ch 
interested in cooking or the pleas­ 
u res of the table. For them the 
dinner bell tolls not rings. They 
are constipated. They eru ct. “Oh! 
pardon me,” is often on their lips. 
They drink beer. 
The over-responsive ones have 
heartbu rn and good appetites. In 
fact they have hu nger pains Their 
intestines are forever rejecting 
waste. “ Let's go to a night clu b” 
is too often on their lips. They 
drink anything, bu t secretly pre­ 
fer soda water.

TAXCO, 
Mexico— Despite 
war 
curtailment, this little silver min­ 
ing town continues to be "home” to 
an increasing number of people 
from many lands, particularly from 
the United States. 


For some reason, this locality 
from whence came the first silver 
shipped to Spain after the Aztecs 
were 
conquered 
appeals 
m o s t 
strongly to folk from staid old New 
England. 
Over the yeara, much 
comment has been excited by the 
number 
of 
persons 
from 
New 
Hampshire and Vermont who have 
found thrir way here—some for 
short winter stays, others to live 
here fo • years. 
It la not so strange that this old­ 
est regular mining town on the 
continent should attract so many 
writers, painters, teachers. It Is a 
picturesque place, situated at 5,600 
feet above the sea In the Guerrero 
mountains, surrounded by the most 
mountainous territory In all Mexi­ 
co. It Is adjacent ti a fine highway 
and bus service from Mexico Q ty 
to Acapulco. 
For many years, Taxco remained 
strictly colonial because of Its Iso- 
lotion. 
Now, It continues strictly 
onionia1 by law. To all intents and 
purposes, the whole town of ap­ 
proximately 4,000 souls is what is 
called a "national monument” In 
the United State*.

result of supply and demand that 
all the filling stations remain out­ 
side the city limits. 
Much discussion has arisen over 
the years as to why this region ap­ 
peals so greatly to the New Eng­ 
lander. It is due likely to the heav­ 
ily contrasting backgrounds and 
cultures. To bleak New England 
shores, settlers came, Impelled by 
a deep desire for religious liberty. 
Once established, they labored for

It Is 
particularly Inviting to kodakers on 
Sundays and feast days when the 
clanging church bells call the faith­ 
ful to service. Then come In the 
country folk in starched attire and 
ribbons, barefoot or wearing yellow 
shoes, faces bright and sm iling— 
as they’ve been coming for cen­ 
turies.
